In Memoriam 


The Board of Education regretfully records the unexpected 
death of Mr. George Morris on Friday, October 19, 1928, and 
places in its minutes the following memorial in remembrance of 
his long and faithful service. 

In the death of Mr. George Morris there passes from our 
community a distinguished educator. Twenty-four years consecu- 
tively he was Principal of our High School and Superintendent 
of Schools of Bloomfield, in which time he brought public educa- 
tion in the town to an exceedingly high standard on which he 
steadfastly maintained it. His wish to be actively at work to the 
end of his life was gratified. 

Mr. Morris was a man of unfailing charm and sympathy 
and in him were blended in rare proportions the man of affairs 
and the school man always abreast of the best educational 
thought. He is no longer with us, but he has left us a cherished 
memory and an inspiration that must influence all of us greatly. 
But to do honor to his memory, he would not have us grieve. 
Rather would he desire us to remember him affectionately and 
dedicate ourselves to those things which he aspired to do, and 
some of which he had to leave unfinished. 


Mr. Morris was a hard worker but never seemed to have lost 
the conception of life as something to be enjoyed. He kept 
work in its due place—something to be accomplished. He en- 
joyed at the end of each task, leisure, relaxation, and companion- 
ship with friends, believing that intellectual activity keeps the 
mind young as physical activity keeps the body from growing old. 


Lavish in his friendship and generous in all things, there 
was in him no cynical self-seeking. 

We also emphasize the fact that Mr. Morris did not limit 
his activities to school work. He had many church and fraternal 
interests and these outside affiliations helped to make him wide 
in his sympathies and prevented him from being narrow or pro- 
vincial in his views. 

In the death of George Morris, the Board of Education of 
the Town of Bloomfield has lost a faithful servant and an efh- 
cient worker, and our community a very dear friend, whose 
loyalty and devotion have stood the test of years. 

We extend to his family our sincere sympathy at the loss 
which has come to them.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


Office of Superintendent of Schools 
Bloomfield, N. J. 


June 30, 1929. 
Board of Education: 


Ladies and Gentlemen: I haye the pleasure of submitting here- 
with my first annual report for the school year ended June 30th, 
1929. With the assistance of the supervisors and principals it is 
possible to report rather fully on our program of progressive educa- 
tion in Bloomfield. 


The instruction in the various subjects and departments has been 
conducted on a high plane of efficiency as measured by achievement 
tests, the results of which indicate successful teaching. 


The organization for the year’s work was pretty well completed 
by October 19, 1928, the day our late superintendent George 
Morris died. However, a number of real problems presented them- 
selves shortly thereafter. The appointment of a Vice-Principal in 
charge of the high school gave us some concern; it however affords 
me pleasure to report that our efforts were fully rewarded in the 
appointment of Mr. Joseph E. Poole, who came to us from the 
Madison, Conn., school system. 


The retirement of Miss Ida E. Robinson, December 31, 1928, 
Supervisor of Elementary Grades, who for nearly forty-two years gave 
of herself unsparingly to the public schools of Bloomfield, first as 
a teacher, later as a principal and finally as Supervisor of Elementary 
Grades, brought expressions of regret from all connected with our 
schools. The many testimonial dinners and parties given by the 
teachers of the various schools were evidences of the high esteem 
in which Miss Robinson was held by all her associates. 


The appointment of Miss Ethel M. Alexander, as Supervisor of 
Elementary Grades, and who took charge of this department, February 
1, 1929, met with favor. Miss Alexander came to our school system 
with a wealth of experience.

The opening of school in September, 1929, will find the large 
addition to the high school, the new boys’ Gymnasium, and the 
Maintenance building fully completed and ready for occupancy. This 


addition will give us twenty-four additional class rooms of standard 


size, four study rooms of one hundred seats each, and our auditorium 
enlarged to accommodate nearly sixteen hundred people. А fully 


equipped Medical Inspection room, and several conference rooms 


are included in the new addition. The entire front on the first 
floor of the present building will be converted into executive offices. 
The present Library will be enlarged and a full time librarian 


employed. A Cafeteria to accommodate nearly a thousand students 


ас one time with all modern conveniences and equipment will be 
opened for use in September. Pupils from the Park School will be 


- accommodated in the Cafeteria. Provision has been made to extend 


the various Sciences offered in the high school as the need arises. 


During the year the High School has operated under great han- 


- dicaps. Building operations were carried on all through the year 


creating a great deal of disturbance. The assembly room could not 
be put to use throughout the entire year; pupils were obliged to study 
in rooms where classes were being conducted. A number of base- 
ment rooms and laboratories were converted into class rooms. With 
all these inconveniences to contend with, the student body responded 
most nobly and deserve much credit for the excellent demeanor 


exhibited during the entire year, 


The organization for the school year 1929-1930 calls for the 
assembling of all the 7A grade pupils from the Elementary schools 
on two floors in one of the wings of the new addition to the high 
school. These classes will be a part of the Park School organization 
and will be taught by teachers accompanying their respective classes 
from the Elementary schools. With the arrangement indicated it is 
not expected that any rooms will remain vacant in the high school 


even the first year. 
The new boys’ gymnasium will fill a real need and will give an 


Opportunity for constructive work in physical education. The present 
gymnasium on the fourth floor will be used by the girls. 


A suitable memorial in memory of our late superintendent, 
George Morris, made possible by contributions from the pupils in our 
schools and friends and associates of Mr. Morris, will be placed in 


the High School auditorium. 


It is planned to have a formal opening of the new addition 
shortly after school opens in September, 1929, to which the public 
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will be invited. The Alumni plan to re-organize at that time and it 
is hoped that all graduates of the high school will find it convenient 
to attend. 


The College Benefit Fund, organized and sponsored by the 
Home and School Council, has been turned over to the high school 
during the school year. A committee composed of one member from 
the Board of Education, Superintendent of Schools, Vice-Principal of 
(һе High School, and four members of the high school faculty have 
been selected to administer this fund. 


Visual Education 


With the knowledge that children gain more impressions through 
the eye than from any other sense, an attempt has been made during 
the year to introduce more of this sort of training. Since Comenius 
produced his "Orbis Pictus," the use of visual materials as instruc- 
tional aids has been steadily increasing. А wealth of splendid ma- 
terial is now available for the class room, Our real problem with 
such an abundance of material at hand, is how to make the best 
possible use of same, so that it may become and integral part of the 
class work, and not merely entertainment. Pictures furnish much 
food for thought, as does the printed page. Visual aids become very 
valuable to introduce new subject matter, or enrich some phase of 
the regular lesson. То this end there has been made available in 
each elementary school a suitable projector and material selected Бу 
the teachers and principals. То this equipment must be added from 
year to year the best material available in order that this important 
part of our educational program may be properly extended. 


In fact anything that makes sensory appcal is to be considered a 
visual aid, whether it be an excursion, the chart, the map, the globe, 
the graph, the picture or the slide. In the high school many visits 
are made during the course of a school year to factories and indus- 
trial plants as well as to business houses and museums. In a number 
of the school worth while projects, which I will not attempt to des- 
cribe in detail, have been carried on successfully with the use of 
visual aids. 


Physical Education 


The objectives of physical education should be to inculcate health 
habits, develop the body harmoniously through a systematic exercise 
procedure, correct physical defects, provide exercise material for 
afterschool days, develop the play spirit, рти situations to arouse 
and increase courage, fair play, self sacrifice and loyalty and to give 
citizenship instruction. The great difficulty with athletics is not its 
over emphasis, but that it does not emphasize athletics enough. We 
are planning to have a well organized system of intermural compe-

Vocational Guidance 


Guidance in the high school has continued during the school 
year with some additions to its scope. The counselor has had con- 
ferences with hundreds of High School pupils. In her limited time 
she has consulted as many parents and teachers as possible. With 
che high school population rapidly increasing, the problem of a 
program adjusted to the individual student becomes more acute. Six 
teachers were appointed by the principal to assist with the valuable 
work of the home room teachers in program planning. 


Through the courtesy of the local Kiwanis Club and the Amer- 
ican Association of University Women, the counselor has been able 
to arrange profitable outside conferences for some of the students. 
Another helpful feature of the guidance for seniors has been the 
annual talk given by Dr. C. E. Partch, Dean of Education, Rutgers 
University. There is no time a student needs more counsel than 
when he is planning to enter college and considering the choice of a 
life work. His knowledge of the industries is often gathered piece- «mm 
meal and haphazardly. This creates faulty conceptions and is peda- 4 
gogically indefensible if the student is to fully realize an objective. 
In order to encourage and facilitate the procuring of the adequate 
knowledge of each occupation and the means of preparing for same 
we are offering a limited amount of vocational guidance, and trust 
we may be able to extend the scope of this work. The school should 


not only prepare the student for a vocation but it must help him to 
discover his ultimate destination.

Physical examinations by Medical Inspectors 
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Dental Clinic 


_ The children of three schools were examined and classified at 
the beginning of the year. Those whose parents signified a willing- 
mess to have the children taken care of at the clinic were attended 
to and their mouths restored to good condition. 


Children from the schools not examined this year were taken 
саге of in the order in which they came. 

Classification was made on the following basis: “А” those 
Whose mouths were in such condition as to be considered retarding 
the general health and school work. “В” those whose teeth were 
Visibly in need of fillings. “С” those whose teeth had no visible 
Cavities and were in fair condition. 
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Of the 1,776 children examined, 23% were found to be їп 
Class A. Notification of this condition was sent to the parents and 
approximately 63% promised to send the children to their own 
dentist. The remaining 37% were attended to at the school clinic. 


There were 30% classified as Class B. Notification was also 
sent to the parents of these and 76% promised to have the work 
done by their own dentist. The remaining 24% were attended to 
at the school clinic.

Manual Training 


This department is becoming increasingly popular, especially in 
the high school where many students who applied for courses could 
not be accommodated. Plans for next year, however, include the 
equipment of a new shop for the seventh and eighth grades in which 
woodwork, metalwork, electricity and home mechanics will be taught. 


Considerable work was done by the various classes for the 
schools, such as building cabinets, bulletin boards, picture frames, 
book shelves, etc. Our course as outlined provides for varied and 
worth while experiences in the gaining of industrial knowledge. 


Domestic Science 


The work in this department has been extended to cover the 
full four years in high school. After the first year the courses are 
elective, but many of the girls elect either cooking or sewing and 
frequently both. Frequent demonstrations are given by the students 
in the cooking classes. Special work is being done along the line of 
food preservation. 


Music Department 
One of the prominent features of this department during the 
school year was the Friday morning series of radio concerts con- 


ducted by Mr. Damrosch and his Symphony Orchestra. Mest of 
the schools have equipped themselves with radio sets. Large ріс- 
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E. es of all the orchestra instruments were placed in the schools, а 
set of questions prepared and answered after each concert, in this 
the children showed much interest and enthusiasm. 


A new general outline is being prepared from kindergarten 
through the high school and will be in operation next year. The 
Pendulum in the art of music in our schools is swinging away from 
‘he technical to the cultural and zsthetic. New music work in 
appreciation has been introduced in the lower grades and will be 
supplemented and followed through all grades to meet the require- 
‘ments for the four year high school courses. The work іп the 
sh school was carried on under great handicaps due to the build- 
ing program. 

5 Physical Training Department 


An effort is made to meet the full requirement of the state 
law governing physical education in the public schools and in addi- 
tion many after school athletic activities were carried on during the 
school year. During the first part of the school year there was 
formed a girls’ volley ball league in the grade schools and another 
for the Park School. Later two basket ball leagues were formed. 
During the months of January and February pupils from the Park 
School were given training in the high school gymnasium each 
Saturday. A track meet for all grades from the fifth to the eighth 
inclusive was held on the high school athletic field and proved very 
popular. 

Drawing and Art Department 


As in the past this department has endeavored to have the art 
and elementary manual training work correlated as closely as possible 
to the interests and needs of the individual class and pupils. Joy in 
doing, self expression and originality are augmented by the р 
of principles and methods which tend in time to develop knowledge, 
appreciation, efficiency and skill. 

The registration in the elective courses in the high school has 
Brown steadily and much interest is shown in the work of the vari- 
dus classes. Problems in etched metal and in etching have been 
successfully accomplished this year. 

Evening School 


"The sessions of our Evening School were extended from sixty- 
four to seventy-five this year which has given opportunity to do 
More constructive work. The registration was 458, which is an in- 
Crease of 48 over the previous year. There were 260 men and 198 
Vomen registered this year, their ages ranged from 16 to 58 years, 
50% were over 20 years of age. The usual courses were offered 
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and pursued with diligence by those attending. Мапу students 
reported increases in salary and promotions due to the training 
received in the evening school. The courses in English for For- 
eigners were well attended. Members of these classes visited our 
Public Library and many took out cards to continue their study. 
Sixteen members of these English classes made application for their 
first citizenship papers. A two day trip planned by the State De- 
partment of Public Instruction was made to Washington, О. C., and 
sixteen of our pupils in company with the principal were among 
the hundreds who visited the nation's capital.
